Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1 , 8, and 15, both update search and 
prior arts of records either alone or in combination teaches or suggests a 
telecommunication system comprises a plurality of network clients, positioning 
server, wherein the positioning information including information related to loss of 
a position signal and location based on a prior location derived from the position 
signal is assigned responsive to said loss of a position signal. However, the prior 
art of records does not expressly disclose wherein contact information associated 
with the location is updated at presence server when the position related 
information responsive to the loss of position signal is updated. Therefore, the 
Examiner allows these claims for the reasons mentioned above in combination 
with all other limitations recited within claims. 

Dependent claims 2-6, 9, and 1 1-23 depend either directly or indirectly 
upon independent claims 1, 8, and 15 are also allowable at least for the same 
reasons set forth above.
